Complaints  of  shortages  of  water  were  received  during  the 
year  from  Hardraw,  Sedbusk,  Hawes  and  Gayle,

A new  2”  main  was  laid  to  Norton  from  the  existing  main  at 
Brush  Farm,  This  main  is  connected  to  the  Askrigg  Water  Supply. 
Norton  was  previously  supplied  from  a Spring  near  Cubeck,  which, 
in  drought  periods  was  quite  inadequate,

GENERAL 

None  of  the  21  separate  supplies  to  the  various  villages 
and  hamlets  are  treated.  Bacteriological  examination  of  the 
27  samples  of  water  taken  from  the  various  supplies,  show 
evidence  of  intermittent  pollution,  duo  probably  to  the  water 
being  contaminated  by  sheep  which  graze  over  the  catchment  areas.
